Confusion reigns in all branches of the 
Goyernment, and particularly in con- 
nection with the administration of the 
Army. The so-called EBeonomy Act has 
thrown a monkey wrench into the 
Federal machinery and besides imposing 
hardships and creating unemployment, 
is producing inefficiency which will cost 
the people money. Besides suffering 
from the operation or lack of operation 
of the Economy Act, the Army is handi- 
capped by lack of funds due to failure 
to pass its Appropriations Act. Con- 
tracts can be placed, vouchers can be 
discounted, and in this unbusiness-like 
manner the Army can go on. But what 
about its civil employes, what about con- 
tractors who need funds, what about 
men whose enlistments are expiring and 
who can be paid only by subterfuge, 
from company funds or post exchange 
advances? What will happen to river 
and harbor work, to the transport serv- 
ice? The embarrassments are numerous 

but, BUT Secretary Hurley and Gen- 
eral MacArthur will not yield in the 
matter of the surrender of a single of- 
ficer.

Nor, I am happy to report, will Sena- 
tor Reed and his colleagues represent- 
ing the Senate. It is an interesting point 
that these Conferees have made‘up their 
own minds as to what the strength of 
the Army should be. Of course, they 
have gotten all the information in the 
possession of the War Department. They 
also have taken into account conditions 
throughout the country and the interna- 
tional situation. It is their view that 
the Army is at its minimum, that not a 
Single officer can be lost, and they will 
not, in spite of the intransigent attitude 
of Representative Collins, make any com- 
promise. The Mississippian can rant and 
storm all he pleases—the Senate pro- 
poses to stand pat!

When the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives, in a vituperative attack 
upon the President this week, quoted the 
President as saying that the country was 
in a worse shape than ever in all its his- 
tory, and talked about “riots,” it is likely 
he forgot the duty which he owes to the 
people both as one of its highest officials 
and as a candidate for the Vice-Presi- 
dency. That duty lies in the Constitu- 
tional provision “to provide for the com- 
mon defense.” Mr. Garner was one of 
the leaders who demanded the reduction 
in the commissioned strength of the 
Army, and who insisted upon curtail- 
ment of pay for the Army, the Navy and 
Marine Corps, and who favored decrease 
in the commissioned and enlisted strength 
of the Marine Corps. The bulwark of 
the Nation in this terrible time of stress 
are the Armed Services. In the final 
analysis, they must maintain order. Mr. 
Garner’s colleagues, warned by the 


Speaker himself, should correct the legal 
monstrasities that have been perpetrated 
and are threatened.

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Comptroller General 
Rules on Economy Bill 


The Comptroller General late yester- 
day issued a general interpretation of 
the furlough provisions of the economy 
bill, holding in effect that a flat deduc- 
tion of 814 per cent in each month’s pay 
will be made throughout the current 
fiscal year. 

The text of the ruling follows: 

“The act approved June 30, 1932 
(Public No. 212), enacted to accomplish 
savings in the conduct of the govern- 
ment, requires that during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, .1933, each officer 
and employe’ with certain exceptions, re- 
ceiving compensation on an annual basis 
at a rate of more than $1,000, -per an- 
num, shall be furloughed Without com- 
pensation for one calendar month or for 
such periods as shall in the aggregate be 
equivial to one calendar month. 

“This means that there shall be re- 
tained in the Treasury such portion of 
all appropriations for personal services 
as will equal the savings thus provided 
for. To insure such savings as is re- 
quired by the enactment and to avoid 
payment in contravention of law a mini- 
mum of 1144, days pay (814 per cent) 
will be deducted from each officer and 
employe to whom section 101 B is ap- 
plicable on each semi-monthly payroll 
or voucher—regardless of whether the 


- officer or employe has or has not been 


absent during such period—a _ propor- 


‘tionate deduction to be made where the 


pay period is_greater or less than a half 
month W an officer or employe is 
absent on furlough for more than one 
working day during a semi-monthly pay 
period, deduction will be made at the 
rate of 1144 day’s pay for each working 
day of such absence (fractional parts of 
a day to be considered as a day for this 
purpose, for instance, for an absence of 
2 days and one hour during such pay 
period, deduction will be made of 3% 
days pay but only the actual time taken 
to be charged as time absent except that 
if the aggregate of all absence on fur- 
lough from July 1, 1932, to the end of 
the pay period involved, does not exceed 
the number of working days for which 
deduction therefore has been made the 
deductions for such semi-month pay pe- 
riod will be only the minimum deduc- 
tion of 114 days pay, and when pay has 
been deducted at the rate of 1144 days 
pay per day (one month’s pay). no 
further deduction will be made on ac- 
count of furlough under section 101b and 
any additiona] absences, except on sick 
leave or military leave when authorized 
by law or regulations having the force 
and effect of law, will be regarded as 
absence without pay and charged for in 
accordance with rules and regulations 
hithertofor applicable to such absence. 

“Where large payrolls are involved it 
is appreciated this may operate to delay 
payments because of the time actually 
required to prepare the roll for certifica- 
tion and delivery to the disbursing offi- 
cer unless there be cooperation by all 
coneerned and coordination of the work 
of the administrative activities involved, 
but one of the prime purposes of the law 
is to retain this savings in the Treasury 
for other essential uses and there may 
not properly be made advances to offi-

Rental and Subsistence 
Allowances Reduced 


A cut of 10 per cent in rental al- 
lowances and 13.33 percent in subsistence 
allowances was administered in’an ex- 
ecutive order signed by President 
Hoover July 7. The cut applies to the 
fiscal year which began July 1, 1932 and 
affects the six services entitled to such 
allowances under the Pay Readjustment 
Act of 1922—Army, Navy. Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard. Coast and Geodetic survey 
and the Public Health Service. 


The executive order which was issued 
from the White House follows in full 
text: 

“Pursuant to authority contained in 
Sections 5 and 6 of the Act of Congress 
of June 10, 1922 (42 Stat. 625, 628) the 
following rates are hereby annourced as 
effective for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1933, for the rental and subsistence 
allowances of officers of the various 
services entitled thereto: 

“For one subsistence allowance 52¢ 
per day. 

“For the rental allowance of one room 
$18 per month.” 

The present allowances are based on 
60 cents a day for susbistence and $20 
a month per room for rental. 

It is understood that the Secretaries 
of the four departments . concerned 
recommended to the President continu- 
ation of the present scale of allowances 
in view of the cuts already dealt to the 
uniformed services by the furlough plan 
and the pay-freeze. 

The President sent these recommenda- 
tions to the Bureau of the Budget, it is 
said, which bureau sent back a non-con- 
currance memorandum and suggested 
the cut which the President approved. 

Mr. Hoover, it is said, felt that the 
law did not give him discretary auhor- 
ity but was mandatory in its provisions. 
The clause referring to fixing of rental 
allowances reads as follows: “* * * the 
value of one allowance to be determined 
by the President for each fiscal year in 
accordance with a certificate furnished 
by the Secretary of labor showing the 
comparative reail cost of food in the 
United States for the previous calendar 
year as compared with the calendar 
year 1922.” 

The clause referring to rental allow- 
ances is as follows: “The amount of 
such money allowance for the rental of 
quarters shall be determined by the rate 
for one room to be fixed by the Presi- 
dent for each fiscal year in accordance 
with a certificate furnished by the Sec- 
retary of Labor showing the cost of 
rents in the United Staes for the pro- 
ceding calendar year as compared with 
rents for the calendar year 1922.” 

Because the pay act set $20 a room 
and 60 cents a ration at the time the act 
was passed and specified that these were 
to be the maximum allowances, the serv- 
ices got no increase when the cost of 
living went up considerably. Thus while 
they were kept on the old rate in good 
times they will, nevertheless, suffer a 
reduction now. 


NAVY. 


SPOKESMAN OF THE SERVICES 
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Action on Army Supply 
Bill-by Monday Is Seen 


Action one way or the othef on the 
Army appropriation bill is promised for 
next week. 

Representative Martin, of Oregon, 
made a speech in the House yesterday 
denouncing the failure of conferees to 
reach a decision and make a report. He 
ealled attention to the grave conse- 
quences attendant on further delay in 
granting appropriations for the support 
of the Army. 

He asked whether the House was 
helpless in such a situation. 

Representative Michener, of Michigan, 
replied that under the rules of the House 
if a conference failed to report within 
20 legislative days after appointment of 
conferees, it woulg be in order to move 
either their discharge and the appoint- 
ment of other conferees or for the House 
to give new instructions. 

Representative Collins was not in the 
House at the time of the discussion. 
The fact, however, that the debate oc- 
eured and his attention called to the 
rule means that he must reach an agree- 
ment with the Senate or report a dis- 
agreement. The House conferees were 
appointed on June 18. Mr. Collins there- 
fore has only until next Monday to con- 
tinue his obstructionist tactics when a 
motion either to discharge the conferees 
or to give new instructions will be made. 

The Senate conferees say they will 
hold out that long in opposition to the 
officer cut. 

Secretary Hurley and General Mac- 
Arthur have served notice that they pre- 
fer no bill to the Collins bill They 
hold the Regular Army can be main- 
tained without funds through contracts 
and the discounting of vouchers, but 
civilian employes permanent and per 
diem wili receive no pay and River and 
Harbor work will be crippled. 

It is an astonishing situation which 
has developed. One man—Collins of 
Mississippi—is holding up the legislation 
essential for the functioning of an army 
of the government. He is insistent that 
the Senate compromise and accept the re- 
tirement of 1,000 officers. 

The Senate conferees to date have re- 
jected the offer. They have urged Mr. 
Collins to report a disagreement to the 
house and get the sense of his colleagues 
on his attitude. He has refused. Thus 
he is responsible for the deadlock which 
prevails. 

Secretary Hurley and General Mac- 
Arthur conferred on Thursday with the 
Senate Conferees. They made a vigorous 
and earnest plea for the present com- 
missioner strength. Later they conferred 
with Speaker Garner and Chairman 
Byrns of the appropriation committee, 


both of whom claimed they strongly 


favor National Defense. Whether they 
will interfere with Mr. Collins is doubt- 


ul. 

The conferees met Thursday for the 
seventh time since their appointment. 
But the result was the same. The 
Senate conferees under the leadership 
of Senator Reed were firm in their at- 
titude that the officer-reduction de- 
termined upon by the House under the 
insisence of Representative Ross A. Col- 
lins is legislation and has no place in

The debate on the floor of the Senate over the advisability of appropriating 
money for carrying on naval lighter-than-air activities has been echoed through the 
nation’s press, with editors taking about an even vote pro and con. A number of them 
brand airships as “expensive toys,” while others question of the value of experimen- 
tation in these times. About half of those commenting, however, consider the 
building of the Akron as a great accomplishment and believe that the lighter-than- 
air field has boundless military and commercial possibilities. 





Recalling the pioneer airships, the Providence Journal states, “The Akron 
represents progress beyond these earlier designs—progress perhaps sufficiently 
great to indicate that the rigid airship will earn a permanent place among aerial 
carriers whose peacetime practicability is demonstrated on a commercial basis.” 





“The United States Navy is rendering a great service by its successful experi- 
ments with lighter-than-air craft,” comments the Springfield, Ill, Register. “They 
are costly experiments but they are necessary if the United States is to keep pace 
with a number of other great nations in modern transportation.” 





“When one considers the number of fighting airplanes that could be built for 
the money that goes into one dirigible the question very naturally arises whether 
the public is getting its money’s worth in the shape of national defense,” the 
Sacramento Bee states. “Are not these great air ships rather expensive luxuries, 
especially in times like these?’ 





The recent transcontinental cruise of the Akron “constitutes an epochal triumph 
in the history of lighter-than-air navigation” in the opinion of the Memphis 
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Debates The Value of Lighter-than-air As Military and Commercial Craft 






Commercial-Appeal. “Since the disaster to the. Shenandoah during a heavy storm 
some people have been skeptical about the ability of the immense gas bags tg 
overcome storms. There need be no such doubt in the future.” 





“It might be well to call a halt on further construction along this line untij 
the utility of such instruments of warfare has m more satisfactorily demon- 
strated,” is the opinion of the Lowell, Mass., Courier Citizen. “Airplanes haye 
abundantly proved their usefulness, and at the same time no one believes that 
they have been developed to the highest attainable perfection. Until this has been 
reached, all available funds might well be spent on that branch of the air service.” 





“The nations of Europe are avoiding the perils of stratifed air and loss of 
gas by building no more dirigibles,’ the Philadelphia Record states. “They know 
them to be costly and useless. The United States alone continues buying these 
hogs of the air, at prices for which entire fleets of battle planes, more flexible and 
more effective, in offense and defense, could be purchased.” 





“Experimentation in any line is costly,” observes the Kenosha, Wisc., News. 
“Unless we are willing to pay that cost we must be ready to take a back seat in 
this development of a branch of aviation.” 





“The folly of placing dependence in the military effectiveness of such a clumsy 
machine becomes all the more apparent,” says the New York Sun. “There can 
be no guaranty that in time of war a naval attack might be delayed by the enemy 
until the weather was suitable to allow the Akron or any other giant gas bag to 








come up, or until days were so cool she could land if landing become necessary.” 





British Arms Proposals 


The British Disarmament proposals 
as delivered to the House of Commons 
by Stanley Baldwin on July 7, are as 
follows: 

1. The disarmament conference has 
reached a stage when we must review 
the present position of our discussions 
and cooperate without loss of time in 
reaching and registering practical con- 
clusions. The government of the United 
Kingdom most cordially welcomes Presi- 
dent Hoover's declaration as a contri- 
bution to this end. 

We welcome it because it calls for a 
really substantial measure and because 
it seeks to apply the two principles of 
quantitative and qualitative limitation. 
As Mr. Hoover says, “reduction should 
be carried out not only by broad general 
cuts in armaments but by increasing the 
comparative power of defense through 
decreases in the power of attack.” 

We desire to associate ourselves with 
these conceptions and contribute all we 
can to secure their practical application. 
The United Kingdom Cabinet has con- 
sidered Mr. Hoover's declaration in this 
spirit and what I am about to say on 
certain practical points is with a deep 
desire to promote cooperation and agree- 
ment. 

Success at Geneva depends upon gen- 
eral agreement and the American delega- 
tion has made it plain Mr. Hoover's pro- 
posals were put forward as a contribu- 
tion to an agreed general program. The 
United Kingdom has already advanced 
wide suggestions of its own. These, 
while differing in some important re- 
spects concerning method or measure, 
are inspired by the same purpose, and 
comparison will show that already there 
is a substantial area of common ground. 

Without interrupting or anticipating 
the detailed discussions which must take 
place with other delegations represented 
at Geneva, it is convenient to set out the 
broad outline of the main characteristics 
of the United Kingdom proposals. They 
in their turn should be regarded, as I 
have said, not as a declaration of 
isolated action but as a contribution to 
a general agreement. 

2. First, the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment desires to put on record its agree- 
ment with Mr. Hoover on the further 
principle that the three problems of mili- 
tary, naval and air disarmament are in- 
terconnected. International agreement 
cannot be attained with an adequate con- 
tribution from all three sources. 

Inasmuch as Britain, like the United 
States, finds her strongest arm in the 
navy, the contribution which concerns 
her most is to be found in this sphere, 
in which, as is well known, contributions 
to disarmament on the largest scale al- 
ready have been made in advance of the 
general disarmament conference. Never- 
theless the United Kingdom Government 
now offers a further contribution as a 
part of the general world settlement. 

8. It is now proposed at the outset, 
under the necessary heads of lands, sea 
and air, the manner in which the United 








Kingdom would suggest that these prin- 
ciples could be applied. 
Land Proposals 

4.—In real land disarmament his 
Majesty's Government of the United 
Kingdom finds itself very largely in ac- 
cord with President Hoover’s proposals. 
Naturally, it will be necessary to care- 
fully examine the details before expres- 
sing a final opinion on their suitability 
to the situation of each country. 


5.—To consider in turn the four cate- 
gories in which these proposals relate: 

A.—Regarding the strength of land 
armies his Majesty’s Government con- 
sistently placed in the forefront of their 
proposals for land disarmament the ex- 
amination of measures for the reduction 
of effectives to the lowest level com- 
patible with national safety. So far as 
its own forces are concerned his 
Majesty’s Government have not only 
abolished conscription but have already 
effected reductions to the minimum num- 
bers required for the preservation of in- 
ternal order and for the defense of over- 
seas possessions and communications. 

If we take into account the whole 
British Army including not only British 
troops in Britain and the colonies but 
also those maintained in India, the per- 
sonnel has been reduced compared with 
the year before the war froma 259,000 
to 207.000 and this has beer effected by 
the disbandment of nine regiments of 
ealvary, sixty-one batteries and com- 
panies of artillery, twenty-one companies 
of royal engineers, twenty-one battalions 
of infantry and six battalions of colonial 
and troops locally enrolled. 

The United States proposais for the 
division of land forces into “police com- 
ponent” and “defense component” will 
require very careful examination; but 
as far as his Majesty's Government of 
the United Kingdom understands the im- 
plication of the suggested basis of cal- 
eulation the result will be to show the 
British land forces already reduced sub- 
stantially below the number recognized 
as necessary for the maintenance of in- 
ternal order without making any allow- 
ance for forces needed for lines of com- 
munication between the United Kingdom 
and territories overseas. 

B.—Regarding chemical and bacterio- 
logical warfare his Majesty’s Govern- 
ment of the United Kingdom have al- 
ready joined in rejecting the use of these 
methods of warfare and_ therefore 
cordially welcome the United States pro- 
posals under this head. 

C.—Regarding land guns his Majesty’s 
Government of the United Kingdom pro- 
posed the abolition of all mobile guns of 
a calibre greater than 155 millimeters 
(6.1 inches calibre). Under this head 
also his Majesty’s Government of the 
United Kingdom finds itself, therefore, 
in general agreement with the proposals 
of the United States Government. — 

D.—In regard to tanks, his Majesty’s 
Government of the United Kingdom finds 
itself entirely at one with President 
Hoover in desiring the application of 








the principle that specifically offensive 
weapons should be prohibited. His Maj- 
esty’s Government has already advocated 
abolition of all tanks above a weight of 
twenty tons, which by their character- 
istics are especially suitable for offensive 
employment in ‘battle. 

Tanks of a lighter type cannot be re 
garded as specifically offensive weapons. 
Their comparatively light armor and re- 
duced capacity for crossing trenches 
render them unsuitable for assault upon 
highly organized defenses. 

Moreover, in a small voluntarily en- 
listed army like our own they constitute 
an essential compensation for lack of 
numbers which it would be impossible to 
surrender. As far as this country is 
concerned, in view of its world-wide 
responsibilities, any general prohibition 
would require an increase in our present 
land forces in terms of manpower and 
thus as a measure of disarmament it 
would tend to defeat its own ends. 

6.—It would seem, therefore, that in 
the realm of land disarmament the pro- 
posals of the United States Government 
as far as they relate to matters which 
directly touch the land forces of the 
United Kingdom approximate very close- 
ly to those favored bly his Majesty’s 
Government and that in the total of their 
effectives his Majesty’s Government have 
been able already to put into practice a 
measure of disarmament which more 
than conforms to the standards proposed 
by President Hoover. 


Naval Proposals 


7.—These proposals cover all types of 
vessels—capital ships, aircraft carriers, 
cruisers, destroyers and submarines. 

It is essential that the proposals in- 
tended to be adopted by general agree- 
ment should make due provision for 
varying circumstances. Having regard 
to the widely scattered  responsi- 
bilities of the British Navy it is not 
practicable for us to cut down the num- 
ber of naval units beyond a certain point. 

Occasions may arise when these re- 
sponsibilities call for the presence of 
ships simultaneously in parts of the 
world far removed from one another. It 
is essential to bear in mind in this con- 
nection the very large reduction in the 
number of ships of all categories which 
have already been effected. 

If a comparison is made with the year 
before the war it will be found that, 
taking account of the completed vessels 
of the United Kingdom and other mem- 
bers of the British Commonwealth pos- 
sessing vessels of any of the categories 
mentioned, capital ships have been re- 
duced from 69 to 15, cruisers from 108 
to 52, destroyers from 285 to 147 and 
suhmarines from 74 to 52. 

Numerical reduction of the British 
Navy, therefore. has already been ap- 
plied on a very large scale and, indeed. 
the cruiser numbers will require special 
consideration hereafter. But though 
there is, the reasons already pointed out, 
a limit to a numerical reduction, it is 
perfectly possible and in the highest 
degree desirable to adopt a mode of 





treatment which will secure by other 
means the large diminution of naval 
armaments at which we are aiming. 

The present treaty limits of size of 
gun calibre are far too high and the 
United Kingdom Government considers 
that very large reductions amounting to 
about one-third, both in the case of capi- 
tal ships and cruisers, can be made in 
future construction. 

8. As regards capital ships, the position 
under existing naval treaties is that as 
between Britain, the United States and 
Japan no further capital ship construc- 
tion could be undertaken in any event 
until the year 1937. The maximum size 
of any future construction has been fixed 
at 35,000 tons and of a gun at 16 inches. 
The total tonnage of this category of 
ships can be reduced either by diminish- 
ing their number or their size. 

Regarding the number, the considera- 
tion the United Kingdom Government is 
bound to bear in mind has already been 
stated. The American proposal would 
leave the size of these enormously ex- 
pensive vessels and the calibre of their 
guns untouched in any future construc- 
tion of capital ships. Every figure in- 
volved in these huge dimensions—initial 
cost, upkeep, personnel, ammunition, 
stores and docks—would be maintained 
at the highest level. 

The United Kingdom proposal, while 
securing no less reduction in total ton- 
nage, evades these consequences by first 
reducing the size of gun and, seconaly, 
reducing the size of ship. For example. 
if the calibre of gun is reduced to a 12- 
inch maximum size the ship can be re- 
duced from 35,000 to 25,000 tons and an 
immense saving is effected under both 
heads, initially and consequentially. 

9. But the Government of the United 
Kingdom is prepared to go beyond this. 
It is ready to apply the same principle 
to cruisers and reduce their maximum 
size and gun calibre by international 
agreement from the present figure of 
10,000 tons and eight inches to 7,00 tons 
and 6.1 inches. It would then be pos 
sible to reduce the dimensions in capital 
ships still further and fix the maximum 
at 22.000 tons with 11-inch guns. This 
will nearly halve the initial cost of any 
future capital ship and greatly reduce 
the cost of maintenance. Thus the whole 
scale would come down together and 
there would be a definite return 
smailer dimensions. 

On this basis the United Kingdom pro 
posal would effect an ultimate reduction 
in capital ship tonnage of 195,000 tons. 
The comparable figure under the United 
States proposal would appear to be about 
175,000. 

10. Regarding aircraft carriers, the 
United Kingdom is in substantial agree 
ment with Mr. Hoover's proposals. It 
proposes a reduction in the size of the 
aircraft carrier from 27,000 to 22, 
tons, with a consequent reduction of total 
tonnage from 135,000 to 10,000 tons.

The return of the 31st Infantry to 
Manila justifies the suggestion that the 
President and the Secretaries of War 
and Navy should give substantial recog- 
nition for the fine services rendered by 
this command and the Navy and the 
Mafine Corps contingent in connection 
with the Chino-Japanese operations at 
Shanghai. The situation at the Chinese 
port during the months the American 
forces were protecting American life and 
property, was gravely perilous to world 
peace. Questions of the utmost delicacy 
had to be handled with the greatest tact 
and cireumspection. The conduct of offi- 
cers apd men under the trying conditions 
was meritorious in the extreme. The 
least the President and the Departments 
can do is to commend the Navy, the 
Army and the Marine Corps for their 
magnificent behavior, and it would be 
consonant with public opinion for prompt 
consideration to be given to the promo- 
tion of Colonel Gasser and Lieutenant 
Colonel Hunter, and to give Rear Ad- 
miral Taylor an opportunity later to 
command the Fleet.

No Action on Army Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 


an appropriation bill. Mr. Collins, hold- 
ing the proxies of his two democrat 
colleagues on the committee, too, re- 
mained firm in his insistence on some re- 
duction (he is willing to compromise 
on 1,000 “temporary” reduction), and 
continued his refusal to consider the 
rest of the bill and report a disagree- 
ment. 

Senator Reed said afterwards that the 
principal reason he called the meeting 
was because Mr. Collins was passing the 
word around that he, Senator Reed, was 
not calling any more meetings. There- 
fore Senator Reed told the members of 
the conference committee that any time 
any one of them thought there ought to 
be a meeting all they will have to do is 
to call him on the telephone and he will 
see that one is held. 


Mr. Collins has been contending that 
his proposed reduction would benefit the 
Army by aiding promotion (a fallacy 
which Senator Reed has done his best to 
dispell). So in Thursday’s conference 
Senator Reed suggested that if Mr. Col- 
lins really meant well to the service and 
wanted to aid promotion that the con- 
ferees insert a promotion plan to pro- 
duce the results which Mr. Collins has 
been claiming for his reduction plan. 

Collins’ answer to this was that such 
would be legislation on an appropriation 
bill and therefore not admissable. Mr. 
Reed called his attention to the fact 
that the reduction also is legislation. 
“Oh, no,” Mr. Collins replied, “the re- 
duction limits appropriations and is 
therefore admissable under the Holman 
rule.” 

So the meeting broke up again, with 
Collins refusing to sign a report report- 
ing disagreement, which step would per- 
mit both houses to vote on the proposal 
again. 

The pending adjournment, expected as 
soon as the relief bill is disposed of, 
presents a problem that may not work 
for the benefit of the Army. Speaker 
Garner already has announced that the 
House will not initiate the adjournment 
resolution but will await the Senate’s 
action. This means that when the re- 
lief bill is disposed of, pressure will be 
brought to bear in and on the Senate 
to bring the Army bill out of Conference 
so that it too may be disposed of to per- 
mit adjournment. Whether or not this 
will lead to a weakening on the part of 
the Senate conferees to the point where 
they will accept a compromise is prob- 
lematical. 

Adjournment without passing the bill 
is possible but not likely. It has been 
done before. 

On the other hand there is evidence 
that the backing of Mr. Collins by 
Democratic leaders of the House is not 
as staunch as it has been. 

Representative Joseph Byrns, chair- 
man of the House appropriations com- 
mittee. when asked this week what was 
going to ke done about the Army Dill, 
said “I don’t know, but I wish they’d 
reach an agreement.” 

Asked whether in view of the dead- 
lock the conferees would not have to 
report back a disagreement and let the 
Ilouse vote on the officer cut again, Mr. 
tyrns said: 

“I’ve talked to Collins about it. You 
know Ross is a mighty stubborn man 
sometimes.” 

“T haven’t anything to do with it, 
however,” he added, “Collins is in charge 
of the bill, and he has the say.” 

“But you think the best way out would 


f be to bring it back for a vote,” he was 


asked . 

“I'm not going to say anything like 
that,” answered the Tennesseean, “The 
bill is in conference, and I shouldn’t 
make statements like that.” 

When questioned about the prospects 
of a continuing resolution being passed, 
Mr. Byrns said emphatically that this 
would not be done as it would mean that 
the $24,000,000 saving from this year’s 
appropriations would be lost. 

Representative Collins remained non- 
committal about the matter, giving his 








usual reply to questions, “Oh, we’ll reach 
an agreement shortly.” 


When asked about the compromise 
suggestion—1,000 officer reduction tem- 
porary for one year—attributed to him 
by Representative Byrns, Representative 
Barbour, House Republican conferee 
said : 

“Yes, I tossed in the suggestion of 
temporary cut-of 1000 officers in the hope 
of reaching some sort of an agreement. 
I’m not wedded to it, but we have to do 
something. I’m getting so I don’t care 
what we do. That is I feel that way.” 

Asked whether the temporary curtail- 
ment plan, meant returning the officers 
retired under it to the active list later, 
or taking in new material at the bottom, 
Mr. Barbour said, “Oh we could do both. 
Let the War Department take some of 
them back, perhaps, and take in new of- 
ficers also.” 

Questioned as to the possibility of any 
temporary cut being made permanent 
next year, he said that this was some- 
thing to be fought out next year, that 
there was enough to keep us busy now.” 

As for Speaker Garner's attitude, 
wonder is expressed that he would con- 
tinue giving his support to the Collins’ 
proposal in view of the vigorous attitude 
against those propsals taken by the 
Hearst newspapers which boomed him so 
strongly for the White House. 

The uncertainty attending the prog- 
ress of the bill was a subject of concern 
in all quarters. On July 1, Representa- 
tive Byrns, chairman of the House Ap- 
propriations Committee, reported on the 
floor that he had just conferred with 
several Senators with a view to speeding 
up some of the appropriation pills. At 
that time the following discussion took 
place between Mr. Byrns, Representative 
Barbour, of California, the ranking Re- 
publican of the House conferees on the 
Army bill, and Representative Schafer, 
Wisconsin Republican: 

Mr. Barbour. Did the gentleman from 
Tennessee learn anything from any of the 
Senators as to about when the conferees on 
the War Department appropriation bill might 
meet again? 

Mr. Byrns. No; I did not; but I am 
hopeful that possibly between now and Tues- 
day they may agree to meet with you gentle- 
men and further discuss the matter. 

Mr. Barbour. As one of the conferees, I 
wish to say that I shall be here and will be 
pleased to meet between now and Tuesday. 

Mr. Byrns. I think I can give the same 
guaranty for the gentleman’s colleagues on 
the conference committee on the part of the 
House, 

Mr. Barbour. I think so. 

Mr. Byrns. I want to notify the country 
and the Senators—I am not a member of 
the conference on the War Department ap- 
propriation bill—that those gentlemen will 
be here. They have been anxious to conclude 
consideration of that bill ever since they 
went into conference. 

In my judgment they have gone far, far 
beyond the 50-50 proposition upon the mat- 
ter in dispute. Two of the Senators who are 
members of that conference committee have 
been away from here, but it does not seem 
to be agreeable to those who are remaining; 
but I wish to say now for the benefit of the 
country that the failure to agree upon a 
report with reference to the War Department 
appropriation bill is due to the Senate con- 
ferees and not to the House, and I speak 
with some authority on the subject. 

Mr. Schafer. Will the gentleman yield? 

Mr. Byrns. I yield. 

Mr. Sehafer. Is not that failure also due 
to the absence of a great many Senators 
from the gentleman’s party in Chicago talk- 
ing promises instead of being here at their 
posts of duty and acting the way they should 
under their oaths of office? 

Mr. Byrns. No; I do not think so. As a 
matter of fact, that Senate conference com- 
mittee has been composed of one Republican 
and one Democrat. I understand the Repub- 
lican member holds a proxy for the two 
absent Republican Senators, and the Demo- 
eratic Senator holds a proxy for the one 
absent Democrat. 

Thus far, under the capable and un- 
tiring direction of their chief, Maj. Gen. 
Frederick W. Coleman. officers of the 
Finance Department, burdened also with 
the uncertainties of the economy Dill, 
have been doing their utmost to keep 
their end of the service functioning 
without any money.

ing vouchers for their pay and travel cer- 
tificates for their transportation. ‘Thus, 
if they wish, they may go home on a 
train and the government will pay the 
railroads later. Or, they may accept a 
certificates, drive home, and collect their 
expenses later. 

One of the most pressing problems is 
that of the final settlement with enlisted 
men who are being discharged. They 
can not be paid in government cash, In 
most of these cases, the men are being 
paid with Post Exchange or company 
funds, those agencies holding their 
vouchers for collection. Or if they wish, 
it is likely that any commanding officer 
would let them continue living and eat- 
ing at the post until the bill is passed 
and they may be paid. 

The next problem will be that of pay- 
ing the civilian employes who are due 
for payment July 15. They are normal- 
ly paid in cash and do not have vouchers 
which may be discounted. Thus unless 
exceptions are made and a new plan de- 
vised they may go without pay and have 
the welfare associations advance them 
small sums to tide them over. 

Of course, the next military pay day 
does not come until July 30 and it is 
expected that the bill will be law by 
that time. But if it does not the officers 
are confident that the banks will cash 
their vouchers for them. With the en- 
listed men it will be a different problem, 
They are clothed, fed and housed, but 
they would not get any pay. They could, 
however, draw on the post exchanges 
for whatever they may want in the way 
of smokes, ete.

Training Methods 
BY 2ND LT. JAMES O. CURTIS, JR., 
CAV., USA. 

The following observations are in reply 
to a request from the Army anp Navy 
Journat that I epitomize the training 
methods followed in bringing my platoon 
to the state of efficiency that enabled it 
to win the Cavalry Rifle Platoon Com- 
petition of 1931. 

My platoon was Troop B, 8th Cavalry, 
of the 2nd Cavalry Brigade, and of the 
1st Cavalry Division. The program fol- 
lowed in preparing for the competition 
was essentially. that as was outlined in 
the Cavalry Division training objective 
for the annual record practice. It is an 
axiom in the Cavalry Division that all 
troops be prepared to take the field on 
short notice at any time, and the com- 
posite training program is designed to 
insure a high degree of proficiency in the 
use of all weapons throughout the train- 
ing year. The rifle, pistol and sabre are 
the essential arms of the Cavalryman, 
and it is natural that the keenest spirit 
of healthy competition prevails between 
the troops in the regiments as well as 
between the different regiments in the 
Division. The development in an or- 
ganization of this competitive spirit, is. 
I believe, of the greatest importance, and 
it was to that end that most of my ef- 
forts were devoted. 

In regard to the actual training of the 
individual, the provisions of Training 
Regulations and of the Cavalry Field 
Manual were closely followed, for I be- 
lieve it is imperative that the funda- 
mentals of marksmanship be learned to 
perfection. In addition, and without 
going into great detail, the following 
were the most stressed features in the 
different phases of instruction: First, 
in the mounted pistol and sabre courses, 
particular attention was paid to form, 
and to the training of the horses; sec- 
ond, in the rifle and dismounted pistol 
courses, most vital stress was laid upon 
the necessity for accuracy in rapid fire, 
for the very nature of the employment 
of Cavalry makes this not only impor- 
tant but imperative. The members of 
the Platoon worked unstintingly, as 
manifested especially in the many hours 
spent in practice both before and after 
the definitely prescribed periods of 
daily instruction; their whole perform- 
ance both before and during record prac- 

















tice was characterized by willingness 
and determination. 

In conclusion, I wish to say that I 
am deeply appreciative of the sound ad- 
vice and wise counsel of my troop com- 
mander, Capt. H. E. Eastwood, and of 
the unflagging interest and careful su- 
pervision of my squadron and regimental 
commanders, Maj. E. L. N. Glass and 
Col. W. R. Smedberg, Jr.

PATRIOTISM. A Dialogue, written, 
illustrated and published by Percy Cros- 
by; distributed by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 
2 West 45th Street, New York. 1982. 
168 pages. $2.00. 


Have you ever wanted to get a rabid, 
crusading pacifist and a sincere well- 
informed patriot together for a red-hot, 
rapid-fire argument with wits clashing 
and facts coming tempered from the 
heat? Normally, of course, it can’t be 
done because the pacifist won't stick 
around. Percy Crosby has done the next 
best thing. He has taken all the argu- 
ments used by pacifists, professional and 
amateur, and put them on the lips of an 
imaginative individual and then argued 
with him through the pages of his books. 

This crusader misses little. His pen 
harpoons every phase of the pacifist 
movement and then holds it up to the 
bright light of the facts, examines it 
from every side and observes its every 
squirm. George Bernard Shaw, Ghandi 
and the Communistic movements all get 
their full share of this treatment. 

As a prologue to the dialogue, Mr. 
Crosby prints a particularly strong letter 
to him from a gold star mother, Mrs. 
N. N. Nock, in which this telling passage 
occurs: “Over in Romagne Cemetery lies 
the only child I ever bore. He gave his 
life at 19 years of age. I had been a 
‘professional’ pasifist since 1910 because 
I didn’t want my boy to be a soldier. 
Since his death I’ve realized that an

adequate National Defense before the 
World War might have saved my boy’s 
life.” 

Comparative figures on world arma- 
ments and active and reserve military 
forces, as well as a host of other facts, 
give Mr. Crosby’s volume the strength 
of truth. It will make the pacifists 
squirm, but it will warm the hearts of 
friends of National Defense. 

Those who know Percy Crosby know 
that he would not be likely to pass up 
any opportunity to strike a blow at pro- 
hibition. And this book is no exception. 
He goes after the reformers with cru- 
sading zeal and blames the 18th Amend- 
ment on the same class of wishy-washy 
psychology that attempts to hold down 
our forces of defense. 

One hears, here and there, “What does 
this cartoonist and humorist know of 
National Defense? Why should we pay 
any attention to what he says?’ How 
foolish is this type of aspersion! It is 
perfectly obvious that no one can im- 
pugn Mr. Crosby’s motives, which cannot 
possibly be ulterior. His sincerity is so 
evident that it frightens his opponents. 
As for the fact that he is a cartoonist 
and humorist: who can follow the day- 
by-day life of Skippy without realizing 
that his creator has a deep insight into 
human nature, its motives and meander- 
ings, and that his ability to see into the 
workings of the individual mind fits him 
all the more to tear apart and analyze 
the collective and social mind.

Under the caption “Naval Appropria- 
tion Act 1933 As It Affects Naval Avia- 
tion,” the following statement was is- 
sued by the Navy Department on June 
B0: 


“The Naval Appropriation Bill for 
1933, which has just passed Congress 
and which has now been signed by the 
President, appropriates $25,245,420 for 
naval aviation. This amount is allotted 
to provide for the purchase of all air- 
planes required by the Navy for the 
fiscal year 1933, except 10 airplanes pre- 
viously eliminated by the Bureau of the 
Budget. It provides for maintenance, 
operation and repair of all aircraft and 
airships to be on hand in 1933 except the 
airship Los Angeles, for which no funds 
are provided by Congress. The Los An- 
geles is being placed out of commission 
on June 30. Due to reasons of economy, 
the total airplanes of the Navy are being 
reduced from 1,000 to 965. The bill car- 
ries necessary funds to continue aircraft 
experimental and development work and 
also carries necessary amounts for eco- 
nomical maintenance of the several air 
stations and bases now in use by the 
Navy. 

“For the fiscal year 1932, Congress 
appropriated $31,145,000 for naval avia- 
tion. The appropriation for 1933 is $5,- 
899,580 less than for 1932. This is an 
extensive reduction, and will be serious- 
ly felt by the Navy and by the aviation 
industry as well. However, the reduc- 
tion is understood to have been due al- 
most wholly to the present financial con- 
dition of the country and to the conse- 
quent reduced revenues available to the 
government. 

“The Naval Bill places, for the first 
time, a limitation on the total amount 
that can be used for the pay of officers 
making aerial flights, and there was also 
added a further restriction that such pay 
could be used for not more than eight 
non-aviators or Naval Observers above 
the grade of Lieutenant Commander. 
The present law allowed a detail of 92 
such officers, ¢o that it means a cut from 
92 to 8 The Navy had given flight 
orders to only 57 however, so that 50 
non-aviator officers will lose their flight 
pay. Among the 50 who have been re- 
moved from flight pay status are 27 
ti:ght surgeons and 12 aerologists. The 
reduction in the amount available for 
flight pay does not reduce the number 
of Naval Aviators, but will reduce the 
number of officers to be trained at Pen- 
sacola and elsewhere.”

“The Cost of Unpreparedness” 


An analysis of Government expendi- 
tures, illustrating that the “cost of pre- 
paredness” constituted but 17.41 per 
cent of the Federal appropriations dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1932, whereas the 
“cost of unpreparedness” amounted to 
49.17 per cent, has been issued by the 
Bureau of Navigation. 

Sent out as a supplement to the Bu- 
reau’s semi-monthly Bulletin was a dia- 
gram showing the appropriations for the 
year, divided into the “Cost of Civil 
Government” the Cost of Preparedness” 
and the “Cost of Unpreparedness.” 

“Officers frequently hear loose talk 
concerning cost of our ‘swollen military 
establisliment,’” it was stated in ex- 
planation. “One often hears expressed 
the glittering generality that 70% of our 
Federal appropriation is expended for 
‘Wars—Past, Present and Future.’” 

“Included in the 70% which is often 
so loosely attributed to the military es- 
tablishment are the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, Public Debt Retirement. Inter- 
est on Public Debt and the Army and 
Navy.” the Bureau stated. 

“This diagram indicates a proper di- 
vision. The Veterans Bureau, Public 
Debt Retirement, Interest on Public 
Debt are charged to “Cost of Unpre- 
paredness.” This sum, 49.17% of our 
entire Federal Appropriations, is a di- 
rect outgrowth of the World War. It 
contributes not one iota to the Military 
Establishment of the country in money, 
efficiency or protection against aggres- 
sion. The need for this huge sum which 











is expended annually from our Federal 
Treasury is traceable directly to lack of 
preparedness in the days leading up to 
the World War. 

“The true ‘Cost of Preparedness’ is 
properly that charged to War Depart- 
ment (Military Activities) and to the 
Navy. This $695,836,196 is but 17.41% 
of our Federal budget. A bulletin ‘Gov- 
ernment Expenditures’ issued by the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board, Inc., 
of January, 1932, shows that, in addition 
to Federal Expenditures of $3,935,000,- 
000 for the years 1928-29, the several 
States expended $2,001,000,000 and the 
various local governments $7,126,000,000. 
It must be realized that there is no spe- 
cial source of Federal Revenue. Fed- 
eral, State and local revenues all come 
out of the pockets of the same taxpay- 
ers. 

“Of the estimated total cost of govern- 
ment for 1929, approximately $13,000,- 
000,000, only $364,561,544 was expended 
for the Navy and $313,531,265 for the 
military activities of the Army. The 
total military expenditures for both ser- 
Vices was $678,092,809, or 5.2% of the 
total Federal, State, and local expendi- 
tures. The cost of the Navy was but 
2.8% of such Federal, State and local 
expenditures. This is indeed a small 
sum to pay for national security at 
home and abroad and to provide insur- 
ance against aggression in the years to 
come.” 





Votes Expenses 


The House has passed HRS8120, 
which provides for payment of $143.04 
to Lt. Jack ©. Richardson, USN, for 
expenses incurred while traveling 
around the world on the German airship 
Graf Zeppelin under orders of Aug. 5, 
1929, issued by the Navy Department. 
The payment previously had been disal- 
lowed by the Comptroller General. 





Naval Reserve Training 


The Navy Department announces that 
all fifteen-day training cruises for Naval 
Reserves have been cancelled for the 
present fiscal year, as the Navy Appro- 
priation bill for the fiscal year 1933 con- 
tains no funds for training cruises of 
the seagoing branch of the Naval Re- 
serve. Under provisions of the Navy bill 
no training duty with pay will be author- 
ized for any member of the seagoing 





branch of the Fleet Reserve, Volunteer 
Naval Reserve, or of the Merchant Ma- 
rine Naval Reserve during the present 
year. 

This order will affect 1,200 officers and 
8,400 enlisted men of the Naval Reserve 
who annually are scheduled for fifteen 
days’ training cruises in ships of the 
United States Fleet. 

The Aviation Branch of the Fleet 
Naval Reserve will carry on their train- 
ing—namely, fifteen days’ training duty 
with pay—but funds will be available 
for training for 85% of the quotas ofthe 
various districts. 

The weekly drills, which with the an- 
nual cruises at sea, are held for training 
of the members of the Naval Reserve, 
will be limited during the present fiscal 
year to 48 instead of 52. 

The Bureau of Navigation, Navy De- 
partment, has issued a circular letter 
to the Commandants of the Naval Dis- 
tricts, and the Navy Yard, Washington, 
D. C., stating that, as no fifteen-day 
training cruises will be held during the 
fiscal year, the lack of full sixty days’ 
training duty in grade which is a re- 
quirement for promotion of officers of 
the Fleet Naval Reserve and the Volun- 
teer Naval Reserve, General Service, will 
be waived in those cases where the offi- 
cers concerned would otherwise become 
eligible for promotion by making a train- 
ing cruise during the fiscal year 1933.

A-41774. Pay—National Guard—Sick 
in Hospital. Under the provisions of 
the act of April 26, 1928, 45 Stat. 461, 
and regulations of the National Guard 
issued in pursuance thereof, injury or 
disease of members of the National 
Guard may not be considered in line of 
duty when existing prior to the encamp- 
ment. Where the medical record in the 
ease of a National Guard officer who 
was hospitalized after the termination of 
a 15-day period of encampment for 
arthralgia shows that the pathological 
condition probably causing the arthral- 
gia infected tonsils and teeth existed 
prior to the time he reported for train- 
ing duty, such disease may not be con- 
sidered as having been incurred in line 
of duty and the continuation of pay and 
allowances after termination of the 
camp is not authorized. 


A-41028. (S) Mileage—Officers—Coast 
Guard. The act of June 12, 1906, 34 
Stat. 246, extended to officers of the 
Coast Guard by the act of June 10, 1922, 
42 Stat. 631, requires that payment of 
mileage accounts of officers shall be 
made according to distances computed 
over the shortest usually traveled routes 
as established and by mileage tables 
prepared under the direction of the Sec- 
retary of War, and there is no author- 
ity for the computation of mileage under 
the cited acts on any other basis, 
whether the distance actually travelled 
be more or less than over the route so 
established. 

A-41912. Medical treatment—Citizens’ 
military training camp student, by 
private physician. The act of April 26, 
1928, 45 Stat. 462, does not contemplate 
or provide for medical treatment at 
Government expense of a citizens’ mili- 
tary training camp student for a disease 
when contracted by him while returning 
home from a training camp, nor for a 
continuance, after the encampment, of 
medical or hospital treatment as a re- 
sult of a disease when contracted by 
him while at the camp, and there is no 
authority for reimbursement for expenses 
incurred for his medical treatment by a 
private physician after his discharge 
— the camp and return to his home, 
982.

THE DEFECTS WHICH EXIST in our legislative procedure have been strik- 
ingly revealed by the conference on the Army appropriation bill. There have been 
to date seven meetings on that measure. The conferees are in deadlock upon the 
House provision directing a cut of 2,000 in the Army’s commissioned strength. The 
Senate is resolute in its stand against the retirement of even a single officer. In 
adopting and supporting this view, Senator Reed and his colleagues, republicans 
and democrats alike, are inspired by their realization of possibilities arising from 
the domestic and international situations. Representative Collins and his demo- 
cratic colleagues on the committee hold that in the interest of economy the officers 
should be retired, but they are willing to compromise on a cut of 1,000. The Senate 
will accept no compromise ; Collins says it is that or nothing. The Senate urges 
that the committee report a disagreement to both Houses and obtain further 
instruction. Collins refuses to take this course. It is apparent that unless backed 
by the leaders of the House, he would not be so obdurate. It is also apparent that 
he fears to submit the question of a cut again to the House—there is every reason 
to believe that body would order recession. The spectacle is presented, therefore, 
of one man deliberately holding up legislation and legislation which is vital to the 
welfare of the country. How long the people will tolerate such a condition remains 
to be seen. 





THE BUSINESS INTERESTS, which will feel the first pinch of these obstruc- 
tionist tactics, should not hesitate to express their emphatic disapproval to Speaker 
Garner. They already are being forced to extend credit to the Government without 
compensation therefor. Contractors will be compelled to go to banks and pay 
interest on money with which to meet their expenses. Banks have notified the 
War Department of their willingness to advance money against pay vouchers. 
Railroads will accept vouchers as pay for railroad tickets. But the banks will lose 
interest on the money they loan, and so will the railroads. The Government of 
the United States, the great Government of the United States, the Government 
which, in spite of its poor mouth, is the richest in the world. is thus placed in the 
position where it must rely upon a charitable attitude of business to help it to 
function. It is an extraordinary situation, one that is rapidly becoming shameful. 
The matter at issue is of the highest importance from the point of view of National 
Defense, of comparative insignificance in the matter of economy. Against a tre- 
mendous majority of the Senate, against a minority approaching a majority in 
the House, against the vital interests of the country, Mr. Collins, backed by Speaker 
Garner, is opposing his will. We repeat, the country should speak, and speak 
vigorously. 





IN HIS TALKS WITH MEMBERS of Congress, and particularly with those 
of the Senate amongst whom he has been lobbying, Mr. Collins has dwelt upon the 
fairness of his compromise proposal to retire one instead of two thousand officers: 
and he has said that he himself could pick out a thousand “cripples.” There are 
no “cripples” in the Army. Such a statement is grossly libelous. The commis- 
sioned personnel of the Service was never in a higher state of efficiency, and this 
is true not only as a general rule but of every individual member. The Army has 
a way of getting rid of inefficients. The Class B law is in effective operation. 
In recent years an average of 100 officers annually has been removed from the 
active list. The records of every officer in the Service was furnished to the con- 
ferees. Those records establish an outstanding group of men. We challenge Mr. 
Collins to make up a list of officers who in his judgment are unfitted to perform 
their duties, and we guarantee that it will be easily shown he has no basis for 
his charge. If it were alleged that one-twelfth of the House of Representatives is 
unfit, we ask with all humility would the picker start with a certain district in 
Mississippi? 





THE GENEVA DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE is about to adjourn for the 
summer. The necessary flowers have been scattered. President Hoover having 
been praised by British statesmen, has now received from them a counter proposal 
which evokes memories of the useless conference of 1927. Japan claims she needs 
what she has, and wants more. France argues that security is of paramount impor- 
tance, and that when it is settled then she will talk disarmament. There will be 
disappointment throughout this country at the abortive end of a conference on 
which such high hopes were built. At the same time there will be clearer understand- 
ing of the hypocrisy which has animated the Geneva policies of the great Powers. 
In the light of this understanding, we believe Congress will be chary about appro- 
priating any further sums for disarmament conversations, and more willing to listen 
to suggestions for proper and adequate national defense. 





THE WAR AND NAVY DEPARTMENTS have begun work on their budgets 
for the next fiscal year. They will begin discussion of their recommendations with 
the Director of the Budget during the month of August. Both Departments recog- 
nize that the policy of parsimony must continue, but they will seek to lighten the 
hardships now imposed by the new Economy Act. It is hoped that in the light of 
experience burdensome provisions of that Act will be modified. Certainly, in the 
case of the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps, which have suffered not only 
a reduction in pay under the guise of furlough but in allowances as well, Congress 
should make concessions which will permit officers to live in accordance with the 
duties imposed upon them by statutory act. In this connection, no one should 
forget that constant agitation will produce legislation, and especially necessary 
legislation such as that granting officers and men, active and retired, the pay justi- 
fied by their responsibilities and duties and the obligations incurred by the Govern- 
ment when it contracted with them.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP | 


Restricting Travel under Bill—The Omnibus Bill as passed contains the 
following provision, “Section 315—The President is authorized, during the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1933, to restrict the transfer of officers and enlisted men of 
the military and naval forces from one post or station to another post or station to 
the greatest extent consistent with the public inerest.” 

Already steps are being taken in each department to restrict travel to a 
minimum. The Navy Department appropriation bill cut severely into the amount 
of money allowed for this purpose. 

Both services are holding up orders which are pending but the execution of 
which are not vital at this time. In the War Department it will be the policy 
not to make routine moves just because an officer has been at a post a certain 
length of time. This, however, will not work against the so-called Manchu law, 
for the Department feels that in such cases the Congress has clearly indicated 
its desire that officers move (duty in Washington, General staff duty, etc.) and it 
will not take advantage of the economy act to make the previous laws inoperative. 

The most difficult types of travel to cut down are those “cycles” arising in 
cases, for example, where an officer is due for school duty. He must be replaced 
when he goes to school, the officer who replaces him must be replaced and so on. 
A vigorous effort will be made to hold these changes to the absolute minimum.

Another Senator Shipstead, of Minnesota, on July 7 in- 
troduced a resolution in the Senate for progressive disarmament of nations. 

“This resolution,” Senator Shipstead explained, “means that if its provisions 
are proposed to and accepted by foreign governments they will agree to a progressive 
disarmament of 5 per cent each year for 10 years which will mean a reduction of 
more than 35 per cent of present armaments at the end of that period. In addition 
they will agree to abolish conscription for military and naval purposes for a period 
of 30 years and to cancel reparations. 

“The Government of the United States will then be willing to cancel the inter- 
governmental debts owed us. We can afford to do this because we can save in the 
next 30 years on our armament expenditures many times more than the amount of 
the inter-governmental debts. In addition we will abolish for 30 years 95 per cent 
of the chances for another world war. 

“If this proposition is accepted we will be buying peace for the world at a great 
bargain. This is a concrete proposal the acceptance of which will give security, 
restore confidence in the world, revive international credit and trade, insure peace 
and give mankind a breathing spell of 30 years in which to take stock of them- 
selves and come to their senses.”

General Carmichael, who reverted to the rank of colonel upon the expiration 
of his tour as Chief of Finance, but who will be retired as a major general, did 
not ask for retirement under the “more than 30 years service” provision of the law, 
but chose to go before an Army retiring board for physical eximination. He will 
be retired for physical disability. 

Officers due for retirement who were placed on a leave status are being ordered 
to their homes to await retirement. This move is taken because of the uncertainty 
of leave status under the economy bill. The question as to whether or not an 
officer at home under orders to await retirement is on a leave status (or payless 
furlough status) is to be decided by the comptroller general.

Transfer of Alaska Road Commission from War Department to Department of Inte- 
rior—The Act, Public No. 218, 72d Congress, 1st session, approved June 30, 1932. 
transferred the duties of the Board of Road Commissioners in the Territory cf 
Alaska from the War Department to the Department of the Interior. 

The Board functioned under the Chief of Engineers, United S::.tes Army, and 
the last president of the board was Maj. Malcolm Elliott, CE. 

The board was constituted by an act of Congress approved January 27, 1905. 
The law prescribes that the board shall consist of three members, one of whom 
shall be an Engineer officer, and the others officers of that part of the Army sta- 
tioned in said district. The board has the power and the duty, upon its own 
motion or upon petition, to locate, lay out, construct and maintain wagon roads 
and pack trails from any point on the navigable waters in the District of Alaska 
to any town. mining or other industrial camp or settlement, or between any such 
towns. camps or settlements therein, if in its judgment such roads or trails are 
needed and will be of permanent value for the development of the district. 

The principal office of the board is at Juneau, Alaska. Suboffices are main- 
tained, when required by active operations, at Valdez, Chitina, Fairbanks, Eagle. 
Anchorage, Seward, Takotna and Nome, Alaska; Seattle, Washington, and Wash- 
ington. D. C. 

The work thus far accomplished includes the construction of 1.664%, miles of 
wagon road. 87 miles of tramroad, 1.39914 miles of sled road, 7,326 miles of per- 
manent trail and 712 miles of temporary, flagged trail, a total of 11,189 miles.

ECONOMY IN NATIONAL DEFENSE 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal; 

Referring to our conversation of the 
other day, I have given considerable 
thought to various measures that seem 
to threaten the aviation and other 
branches of the National Defense. 

As a member of the Morrow Aircraft 
Board, which recommended the creation 
of the Assistant Secretaries of Com- 
merce, Navy and War to coordinate 
aviation development, progress and op- 
eration, I can only wish that the neces- 
sary economies might have been accom- 
plished outside these three and other 
necessary activities pertaining to the 
National Defense. The recommendation 
to create them was reached after careful 
consideration. The Board had listened 
to much testimony. Progress was es- 
sential in the public interest in three 
lines of somewhat diverging develop- 
ment in the air,—commercial, naval and 
military,—diverging lines, yet with so 
much in common that coordination and 
exchange of practical experience and 
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scientific knowledge was absolutely nec- 
essary in our opinion if our country was 
to keep pace with the activities of other 
lands. These three Secretaries exactly 
supplied the need of an aviation clear- 
ing house. The industry took on a for- 
ward stride when they were created. 
Differences disappeared. They have well 
justified their creation. 

If we have really come to the end and 
the United States Government is being 
liquidated then, of course, almost any- 
thing is justified and the National De- 
fense will no longer be needed without 
a nation. But if, as some of us be- 
lieve, the turn of the road has been 
reached and the up-grade is ahead, the 
most careful selection should be made 
for proposed economies else the facilities 
may be destroyed that will be needed for 
a nation that is not really going out of 
business as such.

Should this condition develop it would 
be deplorable, for this year of celebra- 
tion should find all efforts directed to- 
ward making Washington a more real 
factor in our personal, community and 
national life. To that end, certain ef- 
forts should be made to secure a last- 
ing respect and regard for the history 
and traditions concerning him. 

I take the liberty of offering this 
plan, which has the indorsement of Hon. 
Sol Bloom, of the Celebration Commis- 
sion, that military circles, both National 
and State, adopt a form of recognition 
of Washington and appreciation of his 
memory, which could be brought about 
with comparatively little friction. 

It has been a custom, long established, 
of presenting to officers of the military 
establishment of the United States, in 
every phase, from the Military Acad- 
emy, throughout the regular service, in 
the National Guard of the states, a sa- 
bre, of such a degree of quality as seems 
desirable, so long as the form and ap- 
pearance of a sabre is maintained. Such 
a sabre may be suitable for service with 
troops, or it may be decorated to a de- 
gree as to be fit merely for dress occa- 
sions; or again, it may be so begilt and 
jewelled as to be fit only for a glass 
case to be looked on and wondered at 
and later, as has occurred in London 
recently, offered to the goldsmiths for 
its intrinsic value to be converted into 
gold bullion. In any or all of these 
instances the gift of the sabre indicates 
a high appreciation of the man as a 
soldier and a citizen by his friends, 
who know no more appropriate form of 
testimonial. The recipient cannot fail 
to appreciate the gift in the same spirit 
and pledge it to be drawn only in the 
service of his country and countrymen. 

Since this custom has become thorough- 
ly established I advise: that hereafter, 
in the case of presenting a sword, for 
any reason to a military person, that it 
be a sword in every outward respect a 
replica of Washington’s “Battle Sword.” 
The original is now preserved in the 
National Museum, with other personal 
military relics of the General. 

To confer on any man a sword of this 
design and character would be a 
gift second to none, for it would be 
symbolic of all a sabre means, and more 
beside, in that the donors consider their 
friend worthy of assuming the emblem 
similar in form to that which the great 
Washington held to be the sword on 
which he depended for his symbol of 
authority and leadership in his great 
effort. This sword was given to Wash- 
ington’s nephew Samuel with the re- 
mark, “That inasmuch as he was the 
only one of them who had participated 
in military service, he having been a 
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captain in the army, they ought to per- 
mit him to take choice.” Samuel Wash- 
ington was only too glad to obtain this 
sword, and thus began a form of “apos- 
tolic succession,” which would be per- 
petuated throughout the United States 
military establishment by giving, when- 
ever a sword is given, a replica of this 
sword. 

This “Battle Sword” is a weapon of 
comparatively simple design. It is a 
style of weapon termed a “hanger”, its 
hilt is plain, has no knuckle-guard, and 
but small quillons. The gripe is wire- 
wound. The scabbard is leather, metal 
mounted. In fact, the sword is about 
as simpie and plain a weapon as can be 
devised; and yet, this was the sword 
Washington chose for his campaign 
companion. What better or more sig- 
nificant present could be given a worthy 
soldier, than an accurate replica of this 
sword! 

The intrinsic value of such a sword 
would be comparatively nominal. The 
value is entirely in the associations, the 
thoughts it inspires, the memories it 
arouses. It could be made and produced 
by any of the leading military outfitters 
with little effort, and it could be in the 
financial reach of all circles. 

What soidier of the regular establish- 
ment, of the National Guard, or of any 
reputable military association could fail 
to be moved by the gift of such a sword. 
It should be the inspiration for a life- 
time. The possessor of such a symbol 
could not stoop to any position but that 
of humble service as a soldier and hon- 
est citizen; and the standard of military 
efficiency and honor should be raised 
still higher by such associations. 

John Quincy Adams once said: . 

“The sword of Washington. The staff 
of Franklin. Oh, sir, what associations 
are linked with these names! Washing- 
ton—whose sword, as my friend has 
said, was never drawn but in the cause 
of his country, and never sheathed when 
wielded in his country’s cause. Frank- 
lin—the philosopher of the thunderbolt, 
the printing press, and the plow share.” 

When a replica of Washington’s Bat- 
tle Sword, can be placed in the hands of 
men well qualified to follow his exam- 
ple; when a replica of Franklin's staff 
can be placed in the hands of men well 
qualified to be the counselor and wise 
adviser of others, no greater mark of 
favor can be conferred in this republic. 

Therefore, if the United States desires 
to perpetuate the memory of Washing- 
top in an appropriate and perpetual 
form, no better way can be adopted for 
use in military circles, than making all 
presentation swords be replicas of 
Washington's “Battle Sword.”

A Soldier Writes 

BETWEEN THE BIG PARADES. By 
Franklin W. Ward. New York: Fred- 
erick M. Waterbury. 1932. 284 pages. 
$2.50. ® 

For many years the author of this 
narrative, now the adjutant general of 
New York, was an associate editor of 
this publication and has a wide ac- 
quaintance in military circles through- 
out the United States. His latest work 
constitutes a masterpiece of descriptive 
writing. 

The book comprises a narrative of the 
travels, adventures and exploits of an 
American division in France and while 
it is written in a fictional style contains 
much historic A. E. F. data. 

A pen picture of the field during and 
after a major battle is splendidly ex- 
ecuted by General Ward; while the im- 
pressions, from the Yankee viewpoint, 
of the day by day activities of the Brit- 
ish Army is something entirely new in 
American war literature. The title of 
the work could have been “Striker 
Smith,” as the tales surrounding this 
flirtatious, hard-hitting soldier, typifies 
loyal, courageous American youth in a 
most admirable manner, Also “Porthos.” 
the highly educated, linguistic staff-sur- 
geon, is a character that soon wins the 
reader’s affection. 

The story is well told and undoubtedly 
will win broad popular favor both here 
and in Great Britain. It is one of the 
best war books written by an American. 
and is one which the reader will hesi- 
tate to put aside until he has finished 
the last word.

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Report Infantry Progress 


The War Department this week made 
public the following “Chief of Infantry’s 
Semi-annual Report of Progress in De- 
velopments” : 

Infantry Reorganization 

Study and experimentation in the field 
of Infantry reorganization have been di- 
rected primarily to the development 
within the Infantry battalion of in- 
creased firepower without a decrease in 
flexibility and mobility. As a means to 
this end the adoption of a light machine 
gun as an organic weapon in the rifle 
company is considered essential. Pend- 
ing the development of a more suitable 
weapon of this type, much experimental 
work has been done with the Browning 
automatic rifle equipped with a bipod, 
and the air-cooled, Browning, caliber .30 
machine gun (tank machine gun) 
equipped with a _ special mount for 
ground use. Seventy-two of the latter 
have been issued to certain Infantry 
units for a practical test wtih special 
reference to their mobility when man- 
handled by the elements of the assault 
echelon of the rifle company. 

Anti-aircraft Defense 

The service test of Training Regula- 
tions 300-5 that was made throughout 
the Infantry has been followed by a re- 
vision of the text. This revision will be 
published in the near future as a part 
of Basic Field Manual, Volume III. This 
text provides a very satisfactory course 
of training for the use of the rifle and 
automatic rifle in defense against the 
attack of low-flying aircraft. 

However, adequate means and meth- 
ods of training machine-gun anti-aircraft 
marksmanship have not been provided, 
largely because of the fact that suitable 
equipment for this type of firing has not 
been developed. The Infantry machine 
gun is primarily a ground target weapon 
and the standard mount does not permit 
of effective use of the gun against air- 
planes. For such use the gun must be 
so mounted as to permit of a free trav- 
erse of 360 degrees and a free elevation 
of 90 degrees. Various adapters have 
been devised and tested by the Infantry 
Board, but none has proved entirely sat- 
isfactory. Excessive vibration of the 
gun when mounted on the adapter and 
the uncomfortable position that the 
gunner must assume in operating the 
weapon—neither of which is conducive 
of accuracy—are the principal unsatis- 
factory features encountered in the em- 
ployment of the machine gun as an anti- 
aircraft weapon. Sixty T4E2 type adap- 
ters produced by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment were sent out in April, 1931, for 
service tests by twenty-seven Infantry 
organizations and reports of these tests 
are now in the hands of the Infantry 
Board. These reports indicate that this 
adapter will serve fairly well until some- 
thing better is produced. 

Another solution of this problem is 
being sought through the development 
of a cradle for the machine gun tripod 
that will provide for both ground and 
anti-aircraft firing. Such a device will 
be more stable than any adapter. Two 
model cradles have been constructed, 
one by the Ordnance Department and one 
by an Infantry officer at Fort Benning, 
Georgia. Both models have given prom- 
ising results in preliminary tests. Rec- 
ommendations will be made that a regu- 
lar test be given both of these cradles 
as soon as they become available. 


.22 Mechanism for Machine Gun 

Due to limitations of terrain and am- 
munition allowances, efforts have been 
made during the past several years to 
develop a calibre .22 mechanism for the 
Browning, caliber .30 machine gun, 
Model 1917. The development of such a 
mechanism would not only improve 








training in machine gun marksmanship 
for the Regular Army, with no increase 
in funds for ammunition, but would 
greatly facilitate and improve training 
in the National Guard by providing a 
means for indoor machine gun marks- 
manship. Satisfactory preliminary tests 
have shown that with slight modifica- 
tions and at a small cost the present 
caliber .30 machine gun can be converted 
into a caliber .22 machine gun which 
functions in a manner similar to the 
caliber .30 weapon. It is hoped that in 
the near future at least one caliber .22 
machine gun can be provided for each 
machine gun platoon for training pur- 
poses. 
Close and Extended Order Drill 

In the revision of Basic Field Manual, 
Volume II (Infantry Drill Regulations), 
radical changes have been made in the 
system of close and extended order drill. 
These changes result in a marked sim- 
plification of close order drill and pro- 
vide for easier and more rapid changes 
from route formations to combat forma- 
tions. These regulations will soon be 
issued in tentative form to the Regular 
Army and in limited quantities to the 
National Guard for service tests. 





Supports Defense Preparation 

In these times of rampant pacifism it 
is refreshing to read sentiments such as 
the following editorial from the July 
issue of the Moody Bible Institute 
Monthly : 

“In spite of the efforts of pacifists to 
arouse public opinion against military 
training in American colleges and schools, 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps in 
such institutions show an _ increase. 
This of course, saddens us as an illustra- 
tion of world conditions, but we confess 
that on the natural plane of things, it 
gives us a feeling of security concerning 
the preservation of our civil liberties. 
It would be an ill omen indeed if all the 
young men of this generation were in- 
different to their national obligations. 
And also if in view of the weakening of 
the combatant power of the United 
States, they were unwilling to profit by 
the past and prepare themselves for an 
emergency that otherwise might cost us 
and them very dear. 

“Another thing concerning these young 
men is almost certain. They, are not 
atheists, or communists, or even Chris- 
tion modernists, inasmuch as these are 
the classes that breed pacifists. 

“It was in February of this year, that 
Lieutenant Colonel Orvel Johnson, execu- 
tive secretary of the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps Association, told a 
Washington audience, that “the greatest 
menace to the R. O. T. C. is the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America.” And that he told tke truth 
was confirmed by the modernistic 
journals of various denominations, sev- 
eral of which pointed out that the de- 
nominations they represented had taken 
official positions in full accord with that 
of the Council. 

“We do not want war, for it has cost 
us much and we have felt its horror. 
But we are not so blind as to think that 
wars are at an end, or that our country 
does not need an army and navy suf- 
ficient for its defense, and when neces- 
sary, to punish its aggressors. 

“Our July issue in the bicentennial 
year of George Washington is a fitting 
time to bear this testimony.”

Present Military Tournament 


In the presence of Governor Emmer- 
son of Illinois, Admiral Crosley of the 
Navy, Consul General Giuseppe Castruc- 
cio, of Italy, and an assembly of more 
than 30,000 people on the night of July 
4, the troops of the Sixth Corps Area 
presented an inspiring performance of 
the George Washington Bicentennial 
Military Tournament at Soldier Field, 
Chicago. This was the most largely 
attended performance of the tournament 
and traffic was blocked for miles by cars 
attempting to reach the field. The rid- 
ing, driving, and drilling of the troops 
has been excellent throughout and has 
reflected great credit on the officers and 
men taking part. The historical tab- 
leaux and pageants and the foreign- 
group acts have been very colorful and 
inspiring. The reproductions by the 
troops of the Fort Dearborn massacre 
and the battle of Cantigny were realis- 
tic spectacles that will live long in the 
memories of those witnessing them. The 
fireworks display by Thearle-Duffield 
was a fitting finale to each evening’s per- 
formance. Brig. Gen. Frank C. Bolles, 
commanding Fort Sheridan and the 12th 
Brigade, was in command of the troops 
taking part and in charge of the events. 
in the arena. 

In presenting the military tournament, 
the Regular Army of the corps area has 
undertaken to give to Chicago and vicin- 
ity an event which would properly honor 
the first President. Every effort has 
been made by General Parker and his 
staff and the troops of his command to 
give dignity and beauty to this spectacle 
and to make it an outstanding demon- 
stration. The tournament lasted over 
a period of 12 nights, from June 24th 
to July 5th, inclusive. 

On the night of July 3, one feature 
of the performance was the ceremony of 





the presentation of Purple Heart medals 
to recipients stationed or living in the 
vicinity of Chicago. ‘The presentation 
was made by General Parker, and the 
following received decorations: Brig.

Floyd Gibbons, 
noted war correspondent, attended the 
performance of July Ist and addressed 
the assemblage through the microphone.

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Financial Digest 


The daily average volume of Federal 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ending June 29, as reported by 
the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,354,- 
000,000, an increase of $59,000,000 com- 
pared with the preceding week and of 
$1,400,000,000, compared with the corre- 
sponding week in 1931. 

On June 29 total reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,346,000,000, an increase 
of $58,000,000 for the week. This in- 
crease corresponds with an increase of 
$144,000,000 in money in circulation, off- 
set in part by decreases of $32,000,000 
in member bank reserve balances, and 
$9,000,000 in unexpended capital funds, 
non-member deposits, etc., and increases 
of $41,000,000 in Treasury currency, ad- 
justed, and $3,000,000 in monetary gold 
stock. 

Holdings of discounted bills increased 
$6,000,000 at the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York, and decreased $13,000,000 
at San Francisco, $5,000,000 at Atlanta 
and $18,000,000 at all Federal Reserve 
banks. The System’s holdings of bills 
bought in open market increased $10,- 
000,000, of United States Treasury notes 
$43,000,000, of Treasury certificates and 
bills $22,000,000, and of United States 
bonds $6,000,000.

Encourage Merchant Marine 

The following discussion of the Mer. 
chant Marine phase of the Republican 
party platform appears in the July issue 
of The Marine Review: 

“Every one interested in the shipping 
industry is particularly concerned with 
its statement in regard to national de- 
fense and the merchant marine. The 
platform states that a policy of con- 
tinued earnest efforts toward further 
disarmament, as indicated by present 
participation in the Geneva conference, 
will be pursued. To this, there can be 
no objection. It is equally important, 
however, that in the meanwhile, as the 
platform states, maintenance of our 
navy on the basis of parity with any 
nation be adhered to with resolution 
and that the declaration, ‘we do not 
propose to reduce our navy defenses be 
low that of any other nation,’ shall be 
put into effect not alone in a program 
and on paper, but in ships. 

“The party is committed to the co- 
ordination of transportation by rail, 
highway, air and water and to the prop- 
osition that all these means of trans- 
portation should be subjected to appro- 
priate and constructive regulation. Al- 
lowing a fair and wise approach to the 
solution of the problem of such regula- 
tion, it is undoubtedly a move in the 
right direction. It seems only just that 
all these means of transportation should, 
‘operate under conditions of equality.’ 
That the condition of equality referred 
to is a highly debatable subject goes 
without saying and will require not only 
much careful and unbiased investigation 
but judgment of the highest order. 

“The platform reiterates the estab- 
lishment policy of the party, ‘to encour- 
age the further development of the mer- 
chant marine under American registry 
and ownership,’ and as an earnest of 
this policy it points out, with justice we 
think, that under the present adminis- 
tration, the American merchant fleet has 
been enlarged and strengthened. In 
view of this expressed policy it is diffi- 
cult to take seriously the suggestion 
which has been made in the Senate that 
no further loans for ship construction 
purposes be made and that mail con- 
tracts, entered into in good faith by the 
government for a period of ten years 
with private owners, be abrogated.”

cers and employes on the theory that 
recovery may be accomplished before 
the close of the fiscal year. 

“There may occur during the latter 
days or hours of a pay period an unex- 
pected requirement that an officer or 
employe be absent from duty but the 
administrative procedure should be such 
that notice will be so promptly given the 
disbursing officer as to enable him to 
withhold payment to such officer or em- 
ploye for such adjustment as the facts 
may require. 

“The accounting procedure hereunder 
and necessary supplements to the gov- 
ernment salaries tables will be promul- 
gated promptly hereafter.” 

The Comptroller announced that spe- 
cial interpretations for other phases of 
the bill as applicable to the Military 


and naval services will be issued 
shortly. 
The affect of the bill on leave of 


various types is one of the outstanding 
problems. An interesting point has been 
put up to the Comptroller General in this 
eonnection. That is whether or not the 
leave normally granted to officers by the 
military and naval services is “annual 
leave” within the meaning of the 
economy act. This, it is said, is not 
statutory leave. 

Except in cases of emergency, orders 
involving travel within the United 
States during 19383 will be issued only 
by the Bureau of Navigation, it is an- 
nounced. Appropriations for transporta- 
tion of officers, midshipmen and nurses 
were cut about one-third and rigid econ- 
omies will he necessary to keep within 
the sum allowed, it was said. 

In order to have sufficient funds to de- 
fray expenses involved in the transfer 
of officers from sea to shore duty and 
vice versa, travel orders for temporary 
duty within the United States will be cut 
in half. 

The Bureau of Navigation Circular 
Letter announcing this follows: 

“1, The Naval Appropriation Bill for 
1933 makes available for the transporta- 
tion of officers, midshipmen and nurses, 
approximately 64 per cent of the funds 
expended for these purposes in the fis- 
cal years 1931 and 1932, respectively. The 
Bureau of Navigation has expended an 
average of $25,000 to defray the expenses 
of officers on temporary duty within the 
United States, arising as a result of re- 
quests from commandants, commanding 
officers, and the commanders of the 
forces afloat. 

“2. In order to have available funds 
to defray the expenses involved by the 
detachment of officers from shore sta- 
tions to the Fleet, and vice versa, dur- 
ing 1933, rigid economies are necessary. 

“3. In some cases, in the past, orders 
have been issued by responsible Naval 
authorities, outside of the Bureau, in- 
volving travel, within the United States, 
without prior approval by the Bureau. 
During 1933, no orders of this type will 
be issued, except in cases of emergency 
and in these cases, the Bureau desires 
statement, at the time the orders are for- 
warded for approval, as to the nature of 
the emergency. 

“4. The Bureau hopes to reduce by at 
least 50 per cent during 1933, expenses 
involved by the type of orders indicated 
in this letter. The cooperation of all of- 
ficers to this end is requested.” 

The War Department issued the fol- 
lowing statement July 7: 

“When the Economy Act was signed 
& number of officers of the Army were 
on leave of absence and many of them 
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were enroute to join new stations. Since 
the Economy Act applies the furlough 
plan to the Army, excepting enlisted 
men, it was important that officers af- 
fected be informed of the provisions of 
the Act. 

“The War Department promptly in- 
formed all Corps Areas, Departments 
and separate station Commanders of the 
Act and instructed them to inform of- 
ficers affected; however, it is probable 
that some officers either on leave or en- 
route may be in remote parts of the 
country. 

“The Act provides that all rights now 
conferred or authorized to be conferred 
by law upon any officer or employee to 
receive annual leave with pay be sus- 
pended during the fiscal year 1933. In 
substance, the Act requires that during 
the fiscal year 1933 every officer. warrant 
officer, and nurse shall take leave aggre- 
gating one month, and receive no pay 
during such leave. Pending instructions 
for the administration of the Act, the 
War Department directed that after 
June 30th officers requesting ordinary 
leave be denied the privilege unless they 
understand and accept the possibility of 
losing their pay for the period involved ; 
and that officers already on ordinary 
leave extending beyond June 30th be 
advised of the provisions of the Act so 
that they can decide as to whether to 
continue on leave already granted with- 
ont pay or return to their proper sta- 
tions without delay. 

“Officers now on leave who are under 
orders to go overseas were authorized 
either to return back to their last sta- 
tions or to report for temporary duty at 
Port of Embarkation until departure of 
transport ; and officers on leave who are 
under orders to report to service schools 
or for duty on the General Staff "were 
authorized either to return to their last 
stations or to report for duty at their 
new stations at once regardless of the 
dates of reporting authorized in their 
orders.” 

In the Army, all travel orders issued 
by or under War Department authority 
(including Corps area orders) have been 
ordered changed to an actual expense 
basis in accordance with the economy 
bill. 

There was some little flurry in Wash- 
ington over the status of retired enlisted 
men and warrant officers, some of whom 
get commissions under the War Time 
rank bill, who are now employed by the 
government as watchman, ete. It was 
believed that they would lose more under 
the bill than others. However, it was 
explained at the War Department that 
these men would be affected the same as 
the others—that is if their combined re- 
tired pay and civilian pay exceeds $3,000 
they will lose sufficient retired pay to 
bring the total down to that amount. 

It is felt in some quarters that the 
Comptroller may rule that the 81/3 per- 
cent cut will be applied to the net $3,000 
to such dually employed retired officers. 

The Adjutant General on July 5 sent 
the following telegram to all corps area 
and department commanders: 

“Pending construction of leave pro- 
viso in economy bill, War Department 
radio of July 2 is modified to authorize 
you to place on temporary duty without 
additional expense to the government, 
any officer who is now on leave, in your 
corps area and who may so elect pro- 
vided his services can be utilized. 


“Officers under change of station 
orders to revert to leave in time to com- 
ply with such orders. Officers not under 
change of station orders will revert to 
leave status in time to return to proper 
station by expiration of period for which 
leave was granted.” 

The following was sent July 7: 

“Advise all exempted stations within 
your corps area contact radio this office 
July 5 giving authority to place tem- 
porary duty officers now on leave within 
your corps area. Authority which has 
been delegated only to Corps Area com- 
manders includes placing officers on tem- 
porary duty at exempted stations.” 

The Navy yesterday sent out the fol- 
lowing ALNAV: 

“Until further notice all travel claims 
of officers and warrant officers within 
continental limits of the United States 








will be submitted to the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts on standard form 
1012 accompanied by original and two 
certified copies of orders showing date 
and hour of departure and arrival. Pay- 
ment of travel claims outside limit of 
the United States must be withheld pend- 
ing instructions.”

view has been and is that the submarine 
should be entirely abolished. If its 
abolition can be secured this would, in 
our view, at once make possible a re- 
duction of approximately one-third in 
destroyer tonnage. 

If international agreement to abolish 
submarines is found impossible of at- 
tainment, ocean-going submarines should 
be got rid of by limiting the size to 250 
tons and the total tonnage to the lowest 
figure upon which an agreement can be 
reached. 

12. Consequently, the government of 
the United Kingdom puts forward for 
immediate adoption by international 
agreement the following set of proposals 
relating to the navies of the world: 

First, reduce the maximum size of any 
future capital ship to 22,000 tons and 
the maximum calibre of guns to 11 
inches. 

Secondly, reduce the maximum size of 
cruisers hereafter under construction to 
7,000 tons and the maximum calibre of 
guns to 6.1 inches. 

Thirdly, if international agreement on 
Point 2 cannot be secured, the Govern- 
ment of the United Kingdom would still 
urge that the maximum size of capital 
ships be reduced to 25,000 tons and their 
guns to 12 inches as a maximum. 

Fourthly, reduce the maximum for air- 
craft carriers to 22,000 tons with 6.1-inch 


guns. 
Fifthly, abolish submarines. 
Sixthly, reduce destroyer tonnage by 


approximately one-third, this depending 
on the abolition of the submarine. 

Sevently, if the submarine cannot be 
completely abolished, fix their maximum 
surface displacement at 250 tons, with 
strict limitation both of total tonnage 
and number of units. 

13. There is no aspect of international 
disarmament more vitally urgent than 
the adoption without delay of the most 
effective measures to preserve the civilian 
population from the horrors of bombard- 
ment from the air. The government of 
the United Kingdom would be prepared 
to go to any length in an agreement with 
other powers to achieve this object, and 
if more drastic measures are offered 
from any other quarter and shown to be 
practicable it will examine them with the 
utmost sympathy. 

It proposes that the high contracting 
parties agree between themselves in re- 
spect to their air forces that there should 
be: 

Firstly, complete prohibition of all 
bombing from the air save within limits 
to be laid down as precisely as possible 
by international convention. Attacks 
upon civilian population would be entire- 
ly prohibited. 

Secondly, strict limitation in unladen 
weight of all military and naval air- 
eraft (troop carriers and flying boats 
excepted). 

Thirtdly, restriction in numbers of all 
kinds of military and naval aircraft. 

14. The United Kingdom Government 
sincerely desires to see the numbers of 
military and naval aircraft restricted 
and here again regard must be had to 
the course of recent events. In 1913-14 
air armaments were negligible and no 
comparison with that date can usefully 
be made. 

At the end of the war Britain was'one 
of the two leading air powers of the 
world. Her colonial possessions are wide- 
ly scattered and since the war her re- 
sponsibilities have been increased by her 
various mandates from the League of 
Nations. More than any other power she 
relies upon aircraft to discharge her 
mandatory duties and to police and con- 
trol undeveloped regions. 

Yet in 1932 her first lines of aircraft 
have been reduced to little more than 
20 per cent of her pre-war strength, with 
the result that the United Kingdom now 
stands in number of its military and 
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naval airplanes only fifth in the list of 
States. Of the airplanes authorized for 
home defense in 1923 by the United 
Kingdom Government with the approval 
of Parliament 20 per cent have not in 
fact been constructed. 

15. Great and far-reaching as these 
reductions in all three arms have been 
—beyond comparison greater than any 
effected elsewhere outside of the coun- 
tries disarmed by the treaty of Ver- 
sailles—his Majesty’s Government of the 
United Kingdom is ready and eager to 
join in further measures of disarmament 
for which general agreement can be at- 
tained. The proposals which according- 
ly are now made constitute an addition- 
al contribution, practical and extensive, 
in the effort to reduce the heavy burdens 
which the maintenance of existing stand- 
ards impose upon the world and which 
the world expects us by a great common 
effort effectively to diminish.
